In spite of extremely bad weather, 
which continued all day, a party of about 
forty delegates from the McGill S.C.A 
journeyed to St. Annes for a conference 
held under the auspices of the sister or 
ionization at Macdonald College. The 
object of the gathering was to provide 
2 common starting point for the year's 
activities around Strathcona Hall, and to 
discuss further some of the issues that 
had been raised during the recent con 
ference held at Elgin House, Muskoka. 

Leaving Windsor Station at 9.20, the 
party which was accommodated in a spe- 
cial coach reached St. Amies early in the 
morning, and the conference was conven 
ed for the morning session at 10.30 in the 
Central building of Macdonald College. 

The discussion was opened by Miss 
Dorothy Cross, who in a few well 
chosen words gave the meeting sonic idea 
of what the Muskoka Conference had 
meant to her. Perhaps its greatest sig 
tiiftcance, she said, was in the number of 
questions which the study groups there 
had made more pressing. Solutions had 
not been given at the recent conference. 
Questions had been raised, and it was in 
future student work at McGill and out- 
side that solutions were to be sought, 
Jim Ross also contributed sonic remarks 
upon the influence of the work at Elgin 
House, after which the discussion became 
general, everyone feeling free to speak 
■vithout any barriers of formality or cus- 
tom. Questions of the widest import in 
the domain of religious and ethical 
thought were broached, and a great va- 



in the first opportunity offered them 
is a class to show their wares, the Fresh- 
man class came across big on Saturday 
:ifternoon by defeating the Sophomores 
11 the annual Freshman-Sophomore track 
meet. The Sophs had the larger entry 
but their spirits were evidently dampened 
by weather conditions, as several did not 
make an appearance, while others were 
driven to permanent cover by a small 
shower about the middle of the after- 
noon. 

In each event there was good competi- 
tion and although 110 records were made 
or hroken, due, no doubt, to track condi- 
tions, the times in a few events were 
quite good. The performance of Patter- 
son of First Year was outstanding, inas- 
much as he took first place in the 100 and 
220-yard dashes, and the running broad 
jump, and also ran as fourth man in the 
Relay Rare, which the Freshmen won 
with ease. Code, another First Year 
man. showed promise in the Pole Vault, 
which he won without being greatly ex 
tended at the height of 9 feet 6 inches. 
With proper training these two men 
should soon develop into championship 
calibre and their work is encouraging for 
the future. The weight events were not 
as keenly contested as they might have 
been, due to the non-arrival of the Soph- 
omore's star husky. 

The result was in doubt up till the last 
event, which. was won by the Freshies, 
bringing the final standing 62 1-2 points 
to 591-2 in their favor. This is the first 
year since the fall of 'IS that the Fresh- 
men have been capable of defeating the 
Sophs, and therefore much credit is due 
them. In that year such stars as Hay, 
Kennedy and Hamilton performed at 
McGill for the first time and since then 
have been continually heard from. As 
two of these mainstays' of the track team 
are making their last performance on the 
track in the interests of McGill at the 
coming Collegiate meet, it is to the pres- 
ent First Year class that wc look to fill 
their places.

In any case a. close study of the figures given is a necessary 
preparation for an intelligent comprehension of the discussion of student 
affairs that will take place at the forthcoming meeting of the Student 
Society.

The 
snap position was welt filled by Lewis, 
but the rest of the line showed that they 
were at a loss without McKelvry. Even 
in the game against the light Interme 
diatc R.M.C. team on Wednesday they 
showed little cohesion, and it was not un- 
til the second half of this game that they 
settled down and were able to make any 
considerable gains against the light army 
line. As a matter of fact Reynolds was 
the only Queens linesman who could get 
through the opposing line at all. Altoge- 
ther the Queens line pu tup a ■my poor 
performance on Wednesday and allowed 
Burley of R.M.C. to sweep through for 
big gains several times. However, after 
the first quarter they improved slightly, 
and led by Muirhead, managed to smoth- 
er the R.M.C. plunger's' pretty effectively. 

This game seemed to be' of great bene 
fit, and Thursday's light workout, where 
Coach Awrey pointed "out most of their 
weak points, seemed to set them on their 
feet, so that Saturday found them in fine 
form. Indeed after the first quaretr, 
they seemed to get used to the absence of 
McKelvey, and Johnson, Dclahoy and 
Mundell often went through the Hamil- 
ton line for nice- gains, while Lewis did 
some nice work at snapback position. 

The old Queens jinx has been showing 
his head again, with several men on the 
hospital list after last week's stiff scrim- 
mage practices. Altogether the Queen's 
squad has been havjng a hard time lately. 
The weather down at Kingston has been 
almost too warm for football, and the 
constant fog and humidity has taken a 
lot of pep out of the players. Some of 
the best men on the team are down with 
injuries more or less serious. Red Mc 
Kolvey is in bed with an infected knee 
and could not appear against Hamilton 
on Saturday. Harding, last year's star 
half back, will be out for at least a week 
with a sprained ankle. Laylor and Elles, 
substitute linemen, are both out of com 
mission, with rib injuries. Another line 
man, Carson, is also under the weather 
while Morris and MacKay, two substi 
tute ends, are forced to rest up, the for 
mcr with a bad ankle and the latter with 
a wrenched shoulder. While none o( 
these men were able to show up at the 
Hamilton game on Saturday, it is hoped 
that they Will be out in a couple of days 
at least. In the case of. Harding, how- 
ever, considerable doubt is felt as to whe- 
them he will be able to' play at McGill 
on the 14th. His condition is causing 
considerable anxiety, for his loss would 
be a real blow to Queen's hopes for the 
Intercollegiate championship. 

There is little activity in minor sports 
at Queen's as yet. Soccer and track 
sports are not going very strong. The 
harrier team has started practice runs 
and the tennis tournament is in full 
swing. Bud Thomas, who is junior sin- 
gles champion, should strengthen the ten- 
nis team, although he is handicapped by 
his football. The Intercollegiate Tourna- 
ment is' to be held in Kingston this year 
and will probably take place on the 
Rockwood Hospital courts. 



The Toronto Varsity seconds got 
away to a good start in the first 
game of their inter-collegiate series by 
defeating the Western intermediates 
on Saturday to the tune of 14-6. The 
Blue and White team were much su- 
perior to the Londoner's in line plung- 
ing and tackling and might have piled 
up a higher score but for frequent 
osses of the ball by offsides and 
fumbles. The kicking of Traynor was 
responsible for all Western's points. 
The U. of T. line was considerably 
heavier than that of their opponents 
which accounted for many long gains. 
Varsity scored a try and a range be- 
fore half time and in the second part, 
were awarded one point for a try, 
penalized because of the presence of 
the Toronto coach behind the West- 
ern dead line.

|i The score, however, does not in- 
dicate very accurately the difference in 
lie strength of the two squads. That 
kerc can be no doubt the better team 
fon, but the McGill men on their 
howing certainly merited a better 
core. Whatever breaks, there were 
Vent to the home team's advantage, 
Ihough it is true that their alertness 
lecounted for their taking advantage 
\i every break. 
There were times in the game when 
ic Red and White looked vastly su- 
erior to last years champions, par- 
Icularly in the second and most of the 
lird periods. 

A glance at the statistics of the 
lame show that Varsity did not have 
sally so great an advantage in the 
■lay às the score would indicate. To- 
anto gained 210 yards from scrim- 
mage to 156 for McGill. 108 of the 
pinners yards were made in the first 
Ijuarter, while McGill could gain only 
During the rest of the game Mc- 
3ill had the decided advantage in this 
lepartment. 

iTo look at it from another angle, 
farsity made 10 first downs to 7 for 
IcGill. Six of the ten came in the 
Irst period, while in the next two 
ItcGill outplayed their rivals 7 to 4, 
123 yards to 102 for Varsity. 
Where tlie winners had the big ad- 
antagc was on the kicking end. Their 
kmts averaged 43 yards to 35 for the 
fsitors, an advantage of 8 yards, 
lich on 27 punts means a gain of 
yards or twice the length of the 
eld. 

I To the inabality of the McGill backs 
fo hold on to the wet ball, can be at- 
tributed the defeat. Two of the three 
touchdowns, came as the immediate 
result of McGill mufs and the third 
was indirectly due to the same error.

Flanagan played a hard game and 
gi M away on some good gains but 
failed to pass when to do so might 
ye meant big gains. Flin's kicking 
il'Bs not up to par and Varsity was 
tfjus given a big advantage. Carrol 
layed his first game at quarterback, 
nd though he made a few errors in the 
Selection of plays, should improve as 
the season goes on. Dink got off 
soifce good punts. 

McGregor played a good game at 
J eentrc and the left side of the Mc- 
Gill line, Ambridgc and Foss was in- 
vincible, but it was on the right side 
that the weakness lay. Gamble and 
W^lsh did not seem to get down low 
enough and were taken out of a num- 
ber of plays. The outside wings 
played a hard game but showed lack of 
seasoning. Among the new men Foss 
■flowed up remarkably well, while 
Newton, Crain, Frccdman and Pierce 
gave fair first performances. 

A detailed account of each play fol- 
tows:

Patterson failed to gain at 
centre and on the next play McGill was 
penalized 15 yards for offside, placing 
the ball on the Red' and White 35 
yard line. A -promising end run was 
brpken up by Philpotts in. .great style 
and Snyder was thrown for a two yard 
loss. Duncan's attempted drop kick 
from beyond the 40 yard line went 
wide. Flanagan fumbled on the goal 
line, recovered and was downed for a 
rouge by Snyder and Weber, Varsity 
I— McGill 0. McGill put the ball in 
play on their own 25 yard line. Flan- 
agan hit right middle for five yards, 
Carrol added two more on a delayed 
play. Flanagan punted to Patterson 
who was downed on his 45 jjard line. 
Snyder found a hole on the right for 
8 yards, Reilly made 9 and first down 
ou a combined end run Duncan add- 
ed another chalk line. Varsity lost 
a yard on two attempts and received 
a 15 yard penalty for ofsidc. Snyder 
punted from mid-field to Carrol on the 
McGill 15 yard line Flanagan made 8 
yards through Ambridge. A plunge 
added another yard, and Carrol tak- 
ing no chances called for a kick. Flan- 
agan's punt travelled" only 10 yards 
but Varsity fumbled and McGill se- 
cured on the 28 yard line. Flanagan 
hit the right side with no gain, on the 
next play Flin was hurt but resumed 
play. Flanagan punted to Hobbs who 
was downed on the 51 line. Hobbs 
went through Walsh tor 5 yards. 
Snyder kicked into touch on the Mc- 
Gill 26 yard line. Foss was stopped 
on a line plunge and Flanagan punted 
out of bounds on his own 47 yard line. 
Patterson circled right end on a pass 
from Snyder and sprinted to the 25 
yard line, a distance of 22 yards, where 
McGregor brought him down with a 
prety tackle. Snyder made two yards 
at right end, and on the next play his 
kick was blocked, McGill obtaining 
possession of the ball at mid-field. 
Flanagan punted to Hobbs who re- 
turned to Carol ,on the McGill 45 
yard line, for a gain of 10 yards on 
the exchange. A line plunge gained 
4 yards and Carrol punted out of 
bounds on the Varsity 27 yard line. 
Snyder went through Gamble for 4 
yards. Patterson fumbled and Mc- 
Gill recovered on the home team's 35 
yard line. Flanagan skirted right end 
for 4 yards, and on the next play Lit- 
tle fumbled, Duncan obtained for 
Varsity on their own 22 yard line Mc- 
Gill here;passed a-good opportunity of 
scoring Varsity was penalized for in- 
terference and Snyder was unable to 
kick when the McGill line broke 
through and downed him for a loss. 
Snyder was injured but resumed play. 
Just as the period ended. 

Second Quarter. 

Two smashes failed to gain and Mc- 
Gill lost possession of the ball on off- 
side. Snyder standing on his goal line 
kicked to mid-field. Flanagan failed 
to gain on the first down. and on the 
second, standing on his own 51 yard 
line he sent a long punt bouncing on 
the left hand side of the field. Phil- 
potts was down like a flash and nailed 
Hobbs over the line for a point. Mc- 
Gill 1-rrVarsity 1. On the first down 
Snyder punted to Carrol on the Mc- 
Gill 52 yard line, and^ Dink advanced 
2 yards. Flanagan then punted into 
touch on the Varsity 45 yard line, the 
kick travelling only 13 yards. 

Snyder punted to Flanagan who wis 
downed on this own 25 yard line. 
Flin was hurt on this play but refused 
to leave the field. Taylor, Varsity's 
lineman was given a 3 minute penalty 
for unnecessary roughness. Ambridge 
opened a hole through which Philpotts 
bolted for 12 yards. Walsh added a 
couple through centre and Philpotts

Flan- 
agan returned Snydcrs punt and Phil- 
potts nailed the Toronto star on his 
27 yard line. Snyder got off a long 
punt the oval bouncing over Carrols 
head to McGill 23 yard line where 
Carrol obtained and made 10 yards on 
a pretty piece of work. Flanagan 
made eight yards when he dove over 
a pile of players at centre. A line 
plunge gained the necessary two. 
Rciliy received a penalty. Philpotts 
fumbled on a plunge and Campbell 
who had replaced Ralph at outside re- 
covered for Varsity on the McGill 45 
yard line. Walsh stopped Duncan 
without a gain. Philpotts threw 
Snyder for a three yard loss on an end 
run. Snyder dropped the ball but 
Weber recovered. Snyder was set for 
a kick on the last down but the Mc- 
Gill line broke through and downed 
him at mid-field. Flanagan lost five 
yards when he stepped out of bounds. 
On the second down he punted to 
Hobbs on the Varsity 40 yard line. 
The play was called back and Mc- 
Gill given first down at centre. Flan- 
agan kicking to Hobbs on his 25 yard 
line, the Varsity quarterback advanced 
10 yards and returned to McGiU's 43 
yard line where Carrol was stopped 
on end run failed and Flanagan punt- 
ed to Patterson at the 35 yard line. 
Flanagan was roughed after the kick 
and Taylor was sent off for 5 min- 
utes. Flin had to be carried off the 
field and was replaced by Pierce. Two 
tries netted Varsity only two yards and 
Snyder booted to McGiU's 25 yard 
line and Philpotts advanced 5 before 
he was halted. Carrol kicked to the 
Varsity 25 yard line, Patterson received 
and passed to Snyder who made a 
long sweeping run down the field. 
Ambridge missed the speedy Toronto 
halfback and Walsh finally forced him 
out of bounds at mid-field. Snyder 
punted to the 25 yard line and Phil- 
potts return went only to mid-field. 
Snyder made 4 yards between Gam- 
ble and Walsh. Patterson hit the 
same spot for 6 more, when measured 
the play was inches short of the 
necessary ten yards. Duncan went 
through the same side of the line for 
three yards and first down. Patter- 
son ploughed through for four yards, 
Snyder fumbled but recovered for a 
gain of five and Duncan made it first 
down. Snyder lost 6 yards on an end 
run, and on the next play kicked from 
45 yards out to the goal line where 
Philpotts was thrown for a rouge. 
Varsity 2.— McGill 1. 
. Ambridge and Foss opened a hole 
for Philpotts who made six yards. 
On a fake play Little made first down. 
McGregor was sent off for holding 
and the ball brought back to the 15 
yard line. Mathew went in for Gam- 
ble and snapped the ball out. Flan- 
agan returns replacing Pierce. Pat- 
terson recovered Snydcrs fumble of 
Flanagan kick to mid-field. Snyders 
kick rolled over the line and Flan- 
agan carried- it out one yard.

Third Quarter. 
Ambridge returned to the game 
Westniau kicked off for Varsity, Phil- 
potts received on the 25 yard line and 
advanced ten yards before he was 
stopped, on the first play. Flanagan 
on a pretty "pass- from Philpotts skirt- 
ed left end for 30 yards, bringing the 
ball to the Varsity 45 yard line. Flin 
darted through centre for five, Foss 
made it first down through the right 
side of the line. A plunged through 
centre gave the McGill 5 more, Foss 
added a yard and Flin was forced to 
kick, the oval' bounding behind the 
dead line. This tied the score at 2 all. 
At this stage the Red and White 
team was travelling at top speed and 
they looked vastly superior to the 
Varsity twelve. They ripped through 
their opponents almost at will and in 
à few minutes carried the ball from 
their own 25 yard line to Varsity's 30, 
a distance of 55 yards. Two line plays 
brought no gain . and Snyder kicked 
Flanagan at mid-field. Snyder was 
responsible for the prettiest tackle of 
the game, when he broke up a very 
promising end run formation, by 
spilling Flanagan, with only a two 
yard gain. No gain on second down 
and Flanagan kicked to Varsity's 18 
yard line, where Hobbs was dumped 
without gain. Snyder and Duncan 
went through for 2 and 8 yards re- 
spectively, but fell inches short of 
first down. On the next play, how- 
ever, they made the distance with on- 
ly inches to spare. Walsh broke - up 
the next play ,and Snyder punted to 
Carrol on the McGill 35 yard line. 
Flanagan "and Philpotts failed to 
gain, and Flin's kick was returned in- 
to his own hands by Snyder. The 
ball slipped through Flin's fingers, 
and was recovered by Taylor.

Flanagers' kick-off was weak, and 
was picked up on the Varsity 40 yard 
line. Snyder made 8 yards between 
Walsh and Fainble. Frccdman re- 
places Gamble, and Somcrville goes in 
for Patterson. Somcrville kicked from 
his own 45 yard line into touch at the 
McGill 10 yard line. The ball taking 
a bad bounce over Carrol's head. 
Philpotts ploughed through Am- 
bridge's side for 5 yards, and Carrol 
punted to Hobbs at midfield. Hobbs 
returned the punt for 55 yards to 
Carrol, who dropped the ball when 
tackled by Westman on the goal line. 
Snyder recovered for a touchdown, and 
was hurt on the play. It was in this 
play also that Philpotts received his 
serious injury, and had to be carried off 
the field. Pierce replaced him. Dun- 
can failed to convert frotna difficult an- 
gle. Varsity, 12; McGill, 2. 

Flanagan kicked off again. Sny- 
der received on 15 yard line, and ad- 
vanced 5 yards. Somcrville, on the first 
down, punted to McGill 45 yard line. 
Flanagan hit right middle for 5, Car- 
rol recovered Foss's fumble, and Flan- 
agan kicked to Varsity 20 yard line, 
and Somcrville returned the 1 punt to 
the McGill 25 yard line for an ad- 
vantage of 20 yards on the exchange. 
Flanagan made 4 yards and punted into 
touch at midfield. Duncan uncorked a 
33 yard run around left, being brought 
to earth by Flanagan on the 23 yard 
line. Varsity penalized IS yards for 
offside. Hobbs tried an onside kick, 
and Snyder throw Carrol on the yard 
line. Plunges by Flanagan and J^oss 
netted only 3 yards, and Carrol drop- 
ped back to kick. The pass from cen- 
tre sailed over Carrol's head ,and he 
was tackled behind the line for a safe- 
ty. Varsity, 14; McGill, 2. 

A plunge at centre gained 2 yards, 
and Walsh went through for 8, falling 
inches shy of first down. Gamble add- 
ed 5 yards and a first down. Flanagan 
punted to Somcrville, who fumbled, 
and Sçhwprtzman recovered fo.r Mc- 
Gill on the Varsity 35-yard line, as the 
period ended. 

Fourth Quarter. 
Gamble and Flanagen failed to gain. 
Westman broke- through and blocked 
Flanagan's kick at midfield. Flanagan 
punted out of bounds on the Varsity 26 
yard line. Ambridgc was injured and 
left the field. Somcrville punted to 
McGiU's 20 yard' line, The Varsity line 
held on two pliingcs, and Carrol kicked 
to the 50 yard line, where Pierce nailed 
Hobbs.

He will never succeed, except pos- 
sibly at vaudeville, because he lacks 
intelligence to distinguish between 
facts, and between facts and princi- 
ples. On a lesser scale, he has proto- 
types at. Washington. 

Books are fitter custodians of most 
facts than the mind. Many touch- 
stone facts may be learned, truly, 
but. time and retentive power conspire 
to limit, the number of facts the aver 
age person can make his own. Most 
facts should be left to rest on library 
shelves, there subject to resort, not 
luged about. 

Principles, the trees of which facts 
arc leaves, are far fewer, and worth 
icr of seeking and retaining. One 
principle leads to a million facts, a 
million fact sto a single principle. In 
so far as a student masters and re 
members principles, and builds his 
own thought on them, he is a' thinker 
hot a human encyclopedia. His learn 
ing is adaptable, not mechanical.
